The northeast frontier of In- 
dia as claimed by New Delhi 
follows the McMahon line, named 
after Henry McMahon. He was 
the British representative at a 
conference in 1914 which pro- 
duced a British-Tibetan-Chinese 
accord on the border areas, It | 
was signed by Britain and Tibet, | 
but never ratified by China. 

Chou also proposed in the note | 
that both sides refrain from send- | 
ing any armed forces into the | 
disputed areas, leaving only. 
“civil administrative and _un- | 
armed police” tomaintain order. 
He added that if there was any 
need to widen the buffer zone, 
Peiping was willing to consider 
it. 

Unless a solution is found to

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 9 
(AP) — San Francisco’s ‘49ers 
are the surprise club of the 
National Football League and 
no doubt about it. But the most 
surprised bunch has to be Bal- 
timore’s world champion Colts, 
who now, have dropped two in 
succession. 


A 46-yard field goal by Sain 
Baker with 12 seconds left gave 
the Washington Redskins a 27-24 
upset over the chilled champs 
yesterday, sinking the Colts two 
games behind the ‘49ers in the 
race for the Western Conference 
title. 

San Francisco swept to its 
fourth straight success, nixing a 
jinx as Abe Woodson took off 
on a 105-yard kickoff return in 
a 24-16 decision over the Rams 
at Los Angeles. The game at the 
Coliseum, usually a tough spot 
for the "49ers, drew the day’s 
largest crowd—94,376. 


In the Eastern Conference, 
three field goals by Pat Sum- 
merall carried New York (6-1) 
to its fifth straight victory. It 
was a %3 job on the Chicago 
Cardinals that retained the 
Giants’ one-game edge over 
Cleveland. The Browns (5-2) 
broke a tie with Philadelphia 
fox second place by whipping the 
Eagles, 28-7, 

Bears Tie for Third. 


The Chicago Bears tied Green 
Bay for third in the west by 
handing the Packers their fourth 
straight defeat, 28-17. And Pitts- 
burgh tied Detroit,: 10-10, on 
Bobby Layne’s touchdown pass 
in the final three and a half min- 
utes. It was the first deadlock 
of the season in the N.F.L.

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Trophies From the Hunter's Bag

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HOME IS THE HUNTSMAN, home from the fields—now his 
bewildered wife must decide what to do with the game he so 


proudly exhibits. 


She will congratulate him, of course, and 
smile bravely while she silently ponders her problem. 


It is a 


common problem, indeed, judging by the phone calls that reach 
us each year as the hunting season gets under way . . . and we 
detect the same slightly frantic note in the voice of each caller. 


Take heart, wives of hunters. 
Venison is prepared in much 
the same manner as beef, but 
its lack of fat makes the meat 
dry faster under heat, and over- 
cooking can ruin both flavor and 
texture. It usually is marinated 
for tenderness.

Six or seven pounds venison 
(rump or saddle). 

Four to six slices salt pork 
or bacon. 

Combine water, onion, carrots, 
peppercorns and bay leaf. Cook 
15 minutes. Add wine and pour 
hot over meat. Let stand in re- 
frigerator overnight or up to 
three days, turning meat oc- 
casionally. 

Remove meat from marinade, 
wipe dry. Lay bacon or salt pork 
over top. Roast in a preheated 
oven (350 degrees) one and one- 
holf hours,

about one hour longer, basting 
occasionally with marinade.

To serve, remove the roast to a 
hot platter, top with slices of 
fresh tomato, and serve with 
spiced peaches.

Majority Opinion Now Holds That Lunar. Craters and Seas Are Result of Fallen Bodies 
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Science Monthly... 


The side of the moon that faces the earth. All of the sites on this side have long been known.

SECOND OF A SERIES 

IN LOOKING at the full moon 
we see the combination of bright 
and dark areas that gave rise 
to the fanciful figures of legend. 

At full moon can be seen the 
curious system of rays or bright 
streaks emanating from a few 
craters. With the unaided eye we 
cannot distinguish the reason for 
this variation in brightness. 
With a telescope we can see ex- 
tensive detail but not ‘‘the man 
in the moon.” He is gone for- 
ever. 

More than 300 years ago early 
scientists using their crude tele- 
scopes saw the dark areas as 
smooth places. They looked like 
bodies of water or seas. For 
this reason they were called 
exotic names like Mare Sereni- 
tatis, the Sea of Serenity; Mare 
Tranquillitatis, the Sea of Tran- 
quility and Mare Crisium, the 
Sea of Storms. 


They also began naming the 


craters on the moon for famous 
personages of the time so that 
now all except the smallest fea- 
tures are identified by name. 

Astronomers discovered there 
is neither atmosphere nor water 
on the moon. Therefore seas as 
such could not exist. They are 
comparable to the harsh deserts 
we find on earth. But once being 
named they could not be “un- 
named” so the seas persist to 
this present day. Other astron- 
omers speculated on the origin 
of the craters and on the origin 
of the “‘seas.”’ 

Dr. Ralph B. Baldwin in his 
book “‘The Face of the Moon” 
(out of print) advanced a hypoth- 
esis for the formation of the seas 
which gained wide acceptance. 

Dr. Baldwin indicates that 
some four or five billion years 
ago a giant chunk of rock—a 
planetesimal—some 125 to 200 
miles in diameter struck the 
moon in the Mare Imbrium re- 
gion. The density of this plan- 
etesimal was about that of rock, 
and it moved with a low speed 
of about one and one-half miles 
a second. 

The exact mechanism of the 
resulting catastrophe is a matter 
of debate but astronomers gen- 
erally agree that as a result of 
this impact a _ tremendous 
amount of heat was liberated. 
Whether this resulted from the 
kinetic energy of the moving 
planetesimal or whether the heat 
came from beneath the surface 
is immaterial. The important 
point is that the impact triggered 
a mechanism which sent a wave 
of lava flowing over the surface 
which was to eventually cover 
half of the moon we see. 


Dr, Baldwin assumes that the 
lava flowed to the west to form 
Mare Serenitatis, Mare Tranquil- 
litatis, Mare Foecunditatis and 
the sliver called Mare Nectaris. 
If other seas existed prior to this 
event—and there is evidence to 
support this—they were sub- 
merged in the flood of lava 


which flowed from the impact 
point. The lava flowed to the 
south and east to form Mare 
Nubiom and Oceanus Procel- 
larum. 

Violent explosions ripped along 
the surface through mountains to 
create valleys and rifts which 
can be traced back to the impact 
point in the Mare Imbrium re- 
gion. The great number of them 
pointing toward a specific area 
in this region indicates beyond 
doubt that some mechanism of 
this sort took place. 


After the fall of the Mare Im- 
brium. planetesimal nothing of 
comparable size struck the 
moon, but smaller objects of 
less than a mile in diameter did, 
forming other craters. 

Thus the dark areas—the seas 
—represent the newest region of 
the moon. These areas lie in the 
north and swing both to the east 
and the west. Near the south pole 
of the moon we find those areas 
which were in their present con- 
dition before the impact of the 
Mare Imbrium planetesimal. 
These incredibly rough areas, the 
badlands, may be considered the 
old moon. 

At the time of the full moon the 
crater Tycho dominates the lunar 
surface. From this crater bright 
streaks radiate in all directions 
and in various lengths. There is 
one ray which swings clear 
across the moon to disappear 
around the northern limb, a dis- 
tance of over 20000 miles. 


While the exact nature of the 
rays is uncertain some astrono- 
mers believe they result from 
the impact of a meteorite, which 
would in effect be an explosion 
that might scatter trails of dust 
for great distances. While Tycho 
is the crater. with the largest 
system of rays_other craters 
like Copernicus and Kepler also 
are centers of ray systems. 


The rays seem to traverse the 
surface covering seas, craters, 
mountains, in fact, everything 
which happens to be in the way. 
Dr. John A, O’Keefe of the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration indicates that these 
impacts on the moon could have 
given rise to explosions which 
not only scattered rays over the 
surface but may have melted the 
particles to permit them to as- 
sume a spherical shape. 


Glass particles of this shape 
would reflect like a beaded 
movie projection screen. Recent 
experiments with glass beads 
indicate they would explain the 
variation in brightness of the 
rays at various phases. 

Some astronomers have ex- 
plored the possibility that ex- 
plosions on the lunar surface 
gave rise to particles which 
traveled across the quarter mil- 
lion miles between the earth and 
the moon to fall through the 
atmosphere, assume a spherical 
shape and land on the surface 
of the earth in a region within 
40 degrees of the equator. 


These black glassy objects are 
found in many places on earth 
and are called tektites. 

The origin of the craters, 
mountains and large ringed 
plains on the moon has been a 
controversial subject for cen- 
turies. 


Although the early explanation 
was that the moon had been very 
active volcanically, the crat- 
ers of the moon are not like 
terrestrial volcanic cones. The 
former have floors lower than 
the surrounding level, except for 
a few notable and puzzling ex- 
ceptions. Most of the craters are 
quite wide as compared with

their depths and many of them 
show evidence of ejected mater- 
ial on their outer slopes. 

Within the past year the Rus- 
sian astronomer, Dr. Nikolai A. 
Kozyrev, reported a volcano in 
the crater Alphonsus. He took 
spectrographs which indicated 
the emission of sublunar gases. 
Dr. Dinsmore Alter, former di- 
rector of the Griffith Observa- 
tory and Planetarium, corrobor- 
ated the appearance while other 
astronomers challenge the valid- 
ity of this observation. With the 
attention given to the moon to- 
day it is highly unlikely that 
subsequent eruptions if they ap- 
pear will go unnoticed. 

Today the majority opinion is 
that most of the lunar features 
are directly or indirectly the re- 
sult of fallen meteoritic bodies. 
We know of several craters 
formed on earth in this fashion 
and it is likely erosion has de- 
stroyed hundreds of thousands 
of others. Moreover, they were 
formed in spite of the consider- 
able protection afforded us by 
our atmosphere. 

To be sure, we know of no 
crater formed on the moon in 
the past three centuries. It may 
be, however, that no objects 
large.enough to produce a notice- 
able new feature have fallen in 
that time. In the case of the 
largest crater on the moon— 
Clavius, 146 miles in diameter— 
a meteorite but one mile in di- 
ameter striking the moon witha 
nominal speed of one and one- 
half miles a second could have 
created this. From this we see 
that very large meteorites are 
not necessary to account for 
large craters. 


Dr. Gerard P. Kuiper, director 
of the Yerkes Observatory, and 
one of the keenest eye observers 
on the astronomical horizon, has 
advanced the following reason 
for lack of new features: 


The average distance of the 
moon from the earth is 239,000 
miles. The best resolution (i.e., 
ability to separate objects close 
together) obtained on direct 
photographs of the .moon is 
slightly less than one-half mile. 
The best visual resolving power 
with a telescope with at least 
a 40-inch aperture is about one- 
eighth of a mile. 


But for such resolution we 
need exceptionally good observ- 
ing conditions. Since only a few 
observatories can. fulfill these 
conditions, it is unlikely any 
craters made by smaller meteor- 
ites can be seen. 

Judging, however, from the 
frequency of infall of smaller ob- 
jects on the earth, the moon 
must receive quite a few. At the 
present rate; Dr. Fred L. Whip- 
ple, director of the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory, esti- 
mates that each square inch of 
the moon’s surface could accu- 
mulate about seven pounds of 
material in a thousand million 
years. In all the moon’s history, 
this may have amounted to a 
layer several yards thick. Con- 
cludes Dr. Whipple: 

“The moon’s surface is sub- 
jected to bombardment by me- 
teoric material and corpuscular 
radiation (protons) and a slow 
rain of dust, molecules, atoms 
and ions, as a consequence of 
the meteoric bombardment. It 
is concluded that thee» processes 
coupled with solar radiation will 
tend to cement the dust into a 
weak, semiporous .matrix and 
that no appreciable quantity of 
loose dust will be found on the 


moon's surface.

ent,” states Dr. Whipple. “‘The 
surface away from the imme- 
diate areas of large craters 
should have the structural 
strength of desert sand or pos- 


Obviously it is important to 
decide which of these two views 
is correct. 

As previously disclosed, to 
land a rocket vehicle on the 
moon will require the use of re- 
tarding rockets to destroy the 
1% mile per second speed of 
approach. If the rocket exhaust 
has something substantial to 
blow on as the ship settles down, 
a successful landing is more 
likely than would be the case if 
great volumes of dust were 
blown away by the exhaust, and 
the ship were to settle in some- 
thing like quicksand.
